The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the recited step of 
adapting the model to obtain a high pressure of the system by modifying the variable 
coefficients such that the model output of the model equals the system output of the 
system (claim 7), or the recited steps 1-5 of claim 1 0, or the recited steps 1-7 of claim 
1 1 , or the steps of operating the transcritical vapor compression system by operating 
the system based on a model and by adapting the model to obtain a desired high 
pressure of the system, exciting the system with a signal to generate a system output, 
comaring the system output with a model output, and adjusting the high pressure of the 
system by adjusting a flow rate of the cooling fluid of the refrigerant (claim 22).
